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SUBJECT: TANZANIAN INTEREST IN VISIT BY THE SECRETARY 

1. DURING DISCUSSION APRIL 3 WITH BERNARD MUGANDA, DIRECTOR, 
EUROPE- AMERICAS DIVISION, FONMIN, DCM MENTIONED AMBASSADOR 
HAD HEARD THAT MORNING ON VOA SECRETARY KISSINGER'S REMARKS 
AT SWEARING IN OF NATHANIEL DAVIS. SECRETARY REPORTEDLY SAID 
HE HOPED TO VISIT AFRICA BEFORE TOO LONG. 

2. MUGANDA REPLIED LIGHTLY THAT SECRETARY WOULD NO BOUBT 
VISIT LIBERIA, NIGERIA, ZAIRE AND SOUTH AFRICA. DCM ANSWERED 

HE UNAWARE SECRETARY COMMITTED TO VISIT ANY PARTICULAR AFRICAN 
COUNTRY. IN LIGHT LONG RELATION BETWEEN US AND LIBERIA, HOW- 
EVER, WOULD NOT BE SURPRISED IF LIBERIA WERE ONE STOP ON ANY 
AGENDA OF SECRETARY'S AFRICAN SAFARI. 

3. BECOMING MORE SERIOUS, MUGANDA THEN SAID THAT HE MAY BE 
GOING OUT ON LIMB, BUT HE DID NOT THINK SO, IN SAYING THAT IF 
SECRETARY WISHED TO INCLUDE STOP IN TANZANIA ON ANY VISIT TO 
AFRICA, TANZANIAN GOVERNMENT FROM PRESIDENT NYERERE ON DOWN 
WOULD DO ALL IT COULD TO MAKE SECRETARY'S VISIT PLEASANT 

AND PROFITABLE. MUGANDA SAID HE SURE MWALIMU WOULD ADJUST 
HIS SCHEDULE TO PROVIDE SECRETARY WITH AS MUCH OF MWALIMU'S 
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TALKS BETWEEN UK FONMIN CALLAGHAN AND NYERERE ON EDGE OF 
SERENGETI AT NYERERE'S HOME IN BUTIAMA IN JANUARY THIS YEAR 
PROVIDED UK WITH INSIGHT INTO HOW TANZANIANS VIEW WORLD AND 
ALSO WAS ENLIGHTENING TO NYERERE AND OTHER TOP TANZANIAN 
OFFICIALS. COMPARABLE SESSION BETWEEN SECRETARY AND 
MWALIMU, MUGANDA SAID. WOULD BE EVEN MORE PRODUCTIVE FOR 
TANZANIANS. 

4. COMMENT: RECOGNIZE AF WILL NO DOUBT BE BESEIGED WITH 
REQUESTS THAT SECRETARY STOP IN ONE OR ANOTHER AFRICAN 
COUNTRY. WOULD NOT RPT NOT CLAIM SPECIAL CONSIDERATION FOR 
TANZANIA IN THIS REGARD IF IT WERE NOT FOR DEVELOPMENTS IN 
SOUTHERN AFRICA. WHETHER SITUATION IN SOUTHERN AFRICA WILL 
EVOLVE PEACEFULLY AND THROUGH NEGOTIATION OR MOVE TO CON- 
FRONTATION AND RACIAL WAR IS ISSUE NOW BEFORE PARTICIPANTS. 

WHICH PATH WILL BE FOLLOWED, NEGOTIATION OR VIOLENCE, IS TILL 
VERY MUCH IN DOUBT. JULMUS OPERERE HAS LENT HIS CONSIDERABLE 
PRESTIGE AND SUPPORT TO TRYING TO FIND A NEGOTIATED SOLUTION 
TO THESE SOUTHERN AFRICAN PROBLEMS. THIS IS A RESPONSIBLE 
STANCE, ONE WE HAVE LONG URGED ON AFRICAN LEADERS AND ONE TO 
WHICH WE SHOULD GIVE OUR FULL SUPPORT. A VISIT TO TANZANIA 
PERHAPS MORE THAN ANY OTHER AFRICAN COUNTRY IN NEXT FEW 
MONTHS WOULD IDENTIFY THE US WITH THIS POLICY OF NEGOTIATION 
OF SOUTHERN AFRICAN PROBLEMS EXPLICITLY AND DIRECTLY. WARM 
RECEPTION TO SECRETARY BY TANZANIA, AGAIN PERHAPS MORE THAN 
BY ANY OTHER COUNTRY, WOULD ALSO BOOST US PRESTIGE SUBSTANTIALLY 
AMONG THE POOR AND RADICAL IN AFRICA. FOR THESE TWO REASONS, 
THEREFORE, URGE TANZANIA BE GIVEN SERIOUS CONSIDERATION AS ONE 
STOP ON ITINERARY OF ANY VISIT BY SECRETARY TO AFRICA. 
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
